Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

The rejections under 35 USC 101 have been withdrawn due to Applicant's 
amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 . As per independent claims 1,15, and 18, specifically, Patel et al. (US 
Patent Number 7,043,225), while disclosing a method and system for brokering 
bandwidth in a wireless communications network; Pon et al. (US Patent Number 
6,272,3432), while disclosing a method and apparatus for fast signal acquisition 
of preferred wireless channel; and Snelgrove et al. (US PG Pub. 2002/0058532), 
while disclosing a method and system for negotiating telecommunication 
resources does not disclose or fairly teach: 
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determining a subcontracted processing service is required from a 
different service provider; 

grouping together packets of data that require the subcontracted 
processing service from the different service provider; 

subcontracting the grouped together packets of data to the different 
service provider to receive the subcontracted processing service; and 

receiving a subcontracted result of the subcontracted processing service. 

2. The NPL prior art of record, specifically, "Around the World With Global 
Networks", fails to disclose or fairly teach: 

determining a subcontracted processing service is required from a 
different service provider; 

grouping together packets of data that require the subcontracted 
processing service from the different service provider; 

subcontracting the grouped together packets of data to the different 
service provider to receive the subcontracted processing service; and 

receiving a subcontracted result of the subcontracted processing service.
